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Chinese Column Juniper 


Robust, healthy Chinese column junipers are first- 


rate evergreens that provide a spiry silhouette.

HILE the present vogue of yews for 

housefront plantings is an improve- 

ment over the earlier “chess forma- 
tion period” of golden chamaecyparis, 
peaky arborvitae and such, it has brought 
about a marked degree of monotony. 
This is not so much a matter of their 
color—which runs to good deep greens 
—as it is of the limited diversity of 
growth-forms among them. The shear- 
ing that is necessary to keep them within 
bounds tends to increase the monotony. 
Granted their many other good qualities, 
all-yew plantings are ponderous, monu- 
mental and unintriguing. There is a 
dead-pan sort of dignity that sometimes 
turns into stuffiness in modest environ- 
ments. 

It seems to me that today in the north- 
eastern United States about nine out of 
ten coniferous front plantings are made 
exclusively of yews. We are overdoing 
them. They are good evergreens, entitled 
to a prominent place at the housefront, 
but they cannot provide the diversity of 
forms, towering, trailing, or picturesque, 
that go to ward off monontony. 

One of these effects—often a helpful 
architectural note—is the spiry silhouette 
of our native red cedar. Unfortunately, 
this juniper has fallen into disgrace as 
the carrier of a rust disease that lives

alternately on it and on various woody 
plants of the rose family, including 
orchard apples and some of the flower- 
ing crabs. This is a serious objection to 
the planting of our red cedar and _ its 
many cultivated varieties, and it probably 
accounts for their increasing disuse. 

Those who like these accents but who 
wish to avoid the infectious red cedars 
may be interested to know that totally 
rustproof equivalents of them are avail- 
able, practically indistinguishable from 
them -in general effect and differing 
mainly. in details of flower, foliage and 
fruit. The plants I refer to are a group 
of columnar, spiry-tipped forms of a 
Chinese species which are carried in 
nurseries under various names, mostly as 
Juniperus chinensis mas, J. chinensis 
columnaris viridis. Under the name J. 
chinensis columnaris is carried a more 
artificial-looking. very narrow. bluish 
form that does not make quite as good a 
substitute for the red cedar. An excel- 
lent fruit-bearing, green form is listed 
as J. chinensis keteleeri. This matches 
our native species closely as to color 
and appearance. 

All these green Chinese columnar 
junipers are first-rate evergreens and 
are fully as hardy as our native red

cedar. In fact, they are of a more ro} vust 
constitution, grow more rapidly, reach 
a somewhat greater average ultimate 
height and develop a sturdier stem and 
leader that stand’ up better under weichts 
of ice and snow. 

Like the red cedar, in their youth they 
bear only, or predominantly, “juvenile,” 
needle-like foliage, but are a little slower 
in passing to the “adult.” whipcord type 
of growth. While our native red cedar 
comes in male (non-fruiting) and fe. 
male (berry-bearing) trees, this holds 
true for only a minority of the cultivated 
Chinese forms. Most of them bear, into 
their adolescence, only or predominantly 
male flowers, and only at a more or less 
advanced age (perhaps 10 or 25 years) 
begin to produce female flowers and 
fruit as well. The male flowers are al- 
ways very much more abundant than the 
female; in fact, in the spring, when they 
are laden with yellow pollen and open 
up. the trees seem thickly sprinkled with 
yellow. They are constructed a good 
deal like miniature pine cones. The 
female flowers are inconspicuous. 

The berries of the Chinese forms grow 
very much larger than those of the na- 
tive species, and do not ripen until the 
summer of the second year. 

These Chinese junipers require full 
sun. They will not thrive even in light 
overhead shade. Nor will they endure 
crowding. In fact, their requirements 
are the same as those of the red cedar. 

Some of them have been in cultiva- 
tion for a long time. There is a record 
of one growing in a London garden as 
early as 1825. Not until 20 years later 
did they come more widely into cultiva- 
tion. In 1845 Robert Fortune sent the 
English nurserymen Standish & Noble 
seeds he collected in the Ningpo tea 
district near Shanghai. At the same time 
he sent to London botanical specimens 
of the same kind which bore both fruit 
and male flower-cones. These specimens 
were recognized as a then new species, 
and named J. sphaerica. But the seed- 
lings which were raised by Standish & 
Noble bore juvenile foliage unlike that of 
the botanical pieces and only male flowers 
and were not recognized as_ belong: 
ing to the same species. So, they were 
believed to be male youngsters of the 
species then long known as J. chinensis, 
and, therefore were given the name J. 
chinensis mas—a name which has stuck 
to them ever since, even into 
day handbooks. By this name, then, or 
any of the other names given for them 
above, you may obtain from nurseries 
one or another of these sturdy, rust- 
proof substitutes for our native red 
cedar.»

| full bloom in December and January. In 


humid climates its growth is rapid and 
its blossoms large. 

Planted less frequently thari the Christ- 
mas rose is H. orientalis, which is called 
the Lenten rose; it catches spring sno 
in its uplifted purple-tinged cups. 

These winter-blooming aristocrats o! 
the flower border will not endure thie 
neglect that cosmos and marigolds thrive 
on. They demand a sheltered location. 
ideally under a shrub or tree which will 
give them the summer shade and shed its 
leaves to provide winter sun. They re- 
quire a well-drained soil rich in humus 
and nutrients. Spending much thought 
in selecting their location and care in pre- 
paring the soil for them will pay di- 
vidends in healthy plants and many pet 
fect blooms. 

Their native habitat is along the rocky 
slopes of Greece and adjacent lands, 
where their black, fleshy roots go deép 
into the earth for moisture. As they have 
few surface lateral roots. they demand 
deep and thorough watering and excel- 
lent drainage. 


Spring or Fall Planting 


Reputedly difficult to transplant and 
slow to establish themselves in new lo- 
cations, hellebores may be introduced 
into the garden in spring or in autumn. 
Many gardeners prefer late-fall trans- 
planting of plants in bud or bloom, as 
there is often more ground moisture at 
that time and plants can continue growth 
without suffering from drought. 

Whenever artificial irrigation is used, 
as it is in Colorado at the edge of the 
Rockies. spring planting certainly proves 
satisfactory. 

The leaves and flowers of H. niger 
and H. orientalis spring. like violets, 
from the basal clump. They produce the 
largest and most. strikingly ‘beautiful 
flowers. Two lesser-known hellebores. H. 
foetidus and H. lividus (H. corsicus), 
natives of islands in the Mediterranean, 
probably need milder climates than do 
our lovely Christmas roses. 

Not too easily found in general cata- 


| | logues, both H. niger and H. orientalis 


are offered by many rock garden spe- 


| cialists. as are certain hybrids in named 


varieties. With infinite patience, they can 
also be grown from seed. This does not 
always mature. however; its viability is 
often uncertain and it takes three years 
to produce bloom on a seedling plant. 
The gardener who is interested enoug! 
to make crosses and grow his seedlings 
on to maturity may produce a specimen 
plant better than any now known.

VERY garden deserves a_ dashing 
crown imperial, Fritillaria imperialis. 
From the moment it comes up in the 

spring until the time it goes dormant. 

you can't possibly ignore it; it keeps 
shouting “Look at me!” 

Does it wait until everything else is 
ready to come up before sticking out its 
nose? No, indeed; it pops up, big and 
determined, while the weather’s still cold. 
And it grows as rapidly and merrily as 
though it were summer already. If 
there’s a frost you may have to rush out 
with a bushelbasket to clap over its 
precocious head. 

By the time the early tulips are in 
bloom, the crown imperial has reached 
a magnificent height of 3 feet and is in 
full flower. It’s the biggest thing in the 
early spring picture, with whorls of lush 
foliage, fairly towering over nearby nar- 
cissus. You can truthfully say it has 


an “air” about it, although that “air” 
smells faintly like skunk! Nothing 
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daunted, it stands aristocratically erect, 
Hashing its jaunty crown of vivid flow- 
ers. After the flowery outburst, the plant 
concentrates on ripening its foliage, then 
goes dormant. 

Fritillaria imperialis is an old-fashioned 
flower well beloved by our’ grand 


mothers. My grandmother Fischer grew

ANT to see a Methuselah of a 

camellia? You'll find a venerable 
specimen of Camellia japonica variety 
Alba Plena in the Johnson Public Li- 
brary, Hackensack, New Jersey. It’s in 
the north reading room near the east 
wall—perhaps the most winning proof 
weve ever seen of the camellia’s re- 


markable adaptability. 

By written record this camellia is at 
least 96 years old, perhaps even older. 
Such age in:a camellia growing outdoors 
in the South or in a northern conserva- 
tory might not be especially remarkable. 
But all during these 96-odd years. this 
camellia has been grown as a_ house 
plant! 

A camellia plant 100 years old might 
be expected to be a tree some 30 feet 
tall under good cultural conditions. This 
decorative plant is nearly 30 inches tall 
and about 46 inches wide.

ARDEN plants, with few exceptions, 

are highly adaptable organisms. 
They have originated, or have been de- 
veloped from plants that have originated. 
in all sorts of areas where sunlight, tem- 
perature, moisture, soil texture and fer- 
tility, and also parasites, are subject to 
wide variation, daily, seasonally, region- 
ally, and every other which-way. And 
so most garden plants can be grown by 
most gardeners—if they couldn’t they 
wouldn’t be “garden plants”—and so, 
too, as often as not, if you ask half a 
dozen gardeners how to grow a certain 
plant you get exactly six different recom- 
mendations. 

Of course every plant requires a mini- 
mum of this-and-that and can only stand 
a maximum of that-and-this—heat, water, 
nitrogen, or anything else—and as long 
as what you give the plant is within all 
the minima and maxima your plant lives. 
It’s only when you go below or above in 
something that it sickens and dies—per- 
haps because of your neglect or perhaps 
because of your excessive pampering. 

Anyway, it’s wonderfully stimulating 
to think that you could grow most garden 
plants if you wanted to—or if you had 
the space and the time to do so—and 
that sooner or later you at least will grow 
a great many plants that you haven't 
grown till now. Probably our being able 
to think that way has a lot to do with 
our also thinking of gardening as the best 
of all possible hobbies—our thinking, or 
rather our knowing, that there’s an end- 
less yariety of plants we can grow and 
that sometime we’ll actually grow as 
many of them as our fancy dictates and 
our time and space permit. 

This fall, ’'m sure, nearly all of us 
will plant something we haven't tried 
before—many of us. in fact, will plant 
dozens of things. And even if one or two 
of our new things fail, those that suc- 
‘eed are certain to induce our planting 
more new things in the spring and still 
more a year from now. Some of us, in- 
leed, will actually decide this fall what 
we're going to plant six months, a year 
ind two or maybe three years hence!

About their use 
of garden equipment: 3344% own power 
mowers, 1543% own power cultivators 
and 51144% use chemical weed killers. 
Almost 95%, of course, use fertilizers 
and insecticides and something like 90% 
own garden hose.

Tulips in the Garden 


A top-ranking landscape designer tells how 


to use tulips effectively

Even a modest dooryard garden can wear the sprightliest spring dress of all—the satiny 
sheen of brilliant tulips, their own finery set off by a tapestry of velvety pansies.

HE bulbs we plant in fall are un. 

interesting looking objects, but they 

hold beneath their dull exterior the 
promise of great beauty next spring. 
Tulips are probably the most popular 
and widely used of all bulbs. A_ better 
understanding of the kinds of tulips 
available and their particular place in 
the landscape will give the home gar- 
dener a longer succession of bloom 
and an opportunity to plan for better 
arrangement of size and color. 

Perhaps we are least familiar with 
the species tulips. They are, for the 
most part, shorter, smaller and earlier 
to flower than the better known tulips 
To my mind, at least, they are the only 
tulips suitable for naturalizing. They 
flower with early bulbs such as grape 
hyacinths (muscari), guinea hen flowers 
(Fritillaria meleagris), and _ narcissus. 
Like all the early-flowering plants they 
are particularly welcome because they 
bring a foretaste of the beauty that is 
still to come. 

Dainty Tulipa kaufmanniana and _ its 
hybrids come mostly in pink, white and 
carmine. Some of them seem to me too 
short of stem in proportion to the cup- 
shaped flower. Varieties Lotus and 
SPARKLING EyE are taller and particu- 
larly effective. 

Tulipa fosteriana and T. eichleri are 
bright vermilion and scarlet; T. praes- 
tans comes in orange, scarlet or ver- 
milion, usually with several graceful 
flowers on a stem. These three kinds, 
mixed together and accompanied by 
grape hyacinths or pale Barri and poet's 
narcissus. make a brilliant group for 
early spring planting. 

The Kaufmanniana hybrids and the 
small candy-striped T. clusiana are 
dainty in effect and best planted close 
to a house door or a path under Ma 
nolia stellata, near Viburnum carlesi or

THE OLD ROSES 


HE popularity of the rose has never waned through 

centuries of gardening. Probably the foremost reason 

for this is that no other flower has so consistently adapted 
itself to the changing needs of gardeners during the years. 

Today there is truly a rose for every purpose—from the 
miniature roses, which rarely exceed five inches in height, 
for window box or rock garden, to the vigorous climbers. 
which under congenial conditions will cover the side of a 
building. 

The numerous varieties available today make it extremely 
difficult to select those best suited to particular purposes in 
the home garden. Catalogue descriptions are sometimes 
misleading and most nurseries list only the modern best- 
selling varieties. Many of the old roses have not received 
the publicity they.deserve but they may still be obtained 
from a few American sources. 

The species roses are the wild roses of the world. In 
this large group are found the primitive ancestors of all 
of our modern roses. Species reses have considerable

THE NEW HYBRIDS 


HERE are so many new and popular hybrid roses available 
to gardeners today that it is difficult to select a list of a 
few of the best. One man’s opinion of the varieties grow- 
ing in his own garden is hardly a fair appraisal, as environ- 
ment greatly affects the color, bloom production and vigor 
of the plant. Personal preferences also differ considerably. 
An unbiased evaluation of the numerous varieties now in 
commerce is the “1951 Guide for Buying Roses,” published by 
the American Rose Society. Each variety listed has been 
given a national rating. A rating of 10 is considered perfect; 
9 to 10, outstanding; 8 to 8.9, excellent; and 7 to 7.9, good. 
Plants with lower ratings are inferior varieties that are of

Build Your Lawn and Keep It Green! 


Fall is the season for seeding a new 


green carpet for your outdoor living room 


By J. A. De FRANCE and DON WELLS

FINE lawn is a thing of usefulness and beauty. If built 

right and well cared for, it should last a lifetime. All 

of us would like to have a beautiful lawn. With a little 
care and effort. there is no reason why we can't. 

The steps for building and maintaining a lawn are im- 
portant, but simple and easy to follow, The basic rules given 
in this article are the result of years of research and observa- 
tion at the Rhode Island Agricultural Experiment Station. 
Though there will be minor variations between different parts 
of the country, most of these rules will apply anywhere. Even 
if your basic lawn-building is already completed, you can 
find ways of improving it—especially this fall, the season for 
lawn betterment. 

\ smooth, level lawn is possible only if the ground has been 
smoothed and leveled before seeding. Take off the topsoil, 
and pile it to one side. Topsoil is precious, don’t waste it. 
Then remove all sizable stones. sticks and other debris. Level 
the subsoil to take out all ridges and depressions. Any major 
changes in grade are best made here. Loosen the top three 
or four inches of the subsoil to provide a good bond between 
































subsoil and topsoil. Then spread the topsoil evenly over

the subsoil to a depth of at least six inches. It’s important 
to get it even. for shallow spots in topsoil will often show up 
as brown spots on the lawn. 

Rake the seedbed to get rid of stones, roots and_ othe 
debris, then roll to bring out any high or low spots. A second 
raking should take care of these and work the soil down 
smooth. The more a seedbed is raked and rolled, the smoothe: 
the lawn will be. A wooden rake is by far the best to use, and 
a water ballast roller works well. 

For soils low in organic matter, add 1.000 to 1.500 pounds 
of. peat or humus. or three bales of horticultural peatmoss, 
or one cubic yard of well-rotted farm manure per 1,000 square 
feet of area. Mix it well with the entire six inches of topsoil. 
This and the lime and fertilizer mentioned below can be 
worked in with a hand cultivator. A small spreader will be 
useful for applying the lime and fertilizer. 

Add 100 pounds of limestone per 1,000 square feet for 
strongly acid soils. and 50 pounds for moderately acid soils. 
Mix it in with the top four or five inches of soil. 

The best fertilizer is an 8-6-4 or 8-6-2 commercial lawn 
fertilizer with about 40 per cent of the nitrogen in natural 
organic form. This type of fertilizer will give the nitrogen 
to the plants slowly over a longer period of time. Apply 
20 to 30 pounds per 1,000 square feet thoroughly mixed in 
the upper four inches of soil a few days before seedin«. 

To get rid of grubs and worms that will injure a lawn. rake 
seven to ten pounds of arsenate of lead into the upper inch 
of soil a few days before seeding. Complete mixing of all 
materials into the soil is important. 

After the fertilizer and limestone and other materials are 
in the soil, smooth the seedbed with a drag or by use of the 
wooden rake. Then roll with a heavy roller to provide a 
smooth, firm seedbed. Loosen the top quarter inch with the 
wooden rake or a light harrow to provide the germinating 
layer for the grass seed. 

August 15 to the end of September is the best time to seed 
a lawn. This is nature’s time of seeding; weed competition 
is at a minimum and the rainy season helps the lawn get a 
good start. 

Try to choose a sced mixture that is suitable to your cli- 
mate and soil and to the use the future lawn will get. Don't 
use cheap seed: it’s labor that you'll be wasting if you do. 

Seed when the soil is moist and the top fairly dry. Grass 
seed is very light. so it’s best not to seed on windy days. A 
good idea is to divide the seed into two equal parts and sow 
half in one direction and half in a direction at right angles 
to the first. This helps to insure uniform distribution of the 
seed. Seed at the recommended rates for the mixture you use

For a Level Lawn, do the heavy work in the subsoil. Use 
a taut string for lining up smooth grades, clear away stones 
and debris, and eliminate ridges and depressions. Then re- 
place topsoil to depth of six inches. allowing for later settling. 
Mix fertilizer, organic matter, lime at this stage of work. 
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Preparing the Seedbed js a job for a large wooden rake. 
Note angle for moving loose soil to fill up small depressions. 
Raking out small stones should be done now. Then roll to 
make a firm smooth seed bed. Finally loosen top half inch of 
soil with rake or light harrow for germinating layer. 





Seeding is the smallest part of the work. Divide seed into two 
parts, then sow half in one direction, other half at right angles, 
for even distribution. Best time for seeding a lawn is from 
mid-August to the end of September. Good grass seed is worth 
the extra cost in the result: weed-free turf. 
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| en ae, 
Raking after seeding should be done very lightly. Use 
wooden rake, first in one direction. then at right angles. Just 
the weight of the rake is enough. Only a little soil over seeds 
is needed—about 1x inch. Even covering gives even germina- 
tion. Under-soil should be moist, top dry enough to rake.

Rolling aiter seeding brings seeds into contact with warm, 
moist soil and promotes quick germination. Use water ballast 
roller with most of water removed. Roll lightly in two diree- 
tions. Then protect new areas by marking boundaries with 
string stretched between stakes. Keep feet off the new lawn! 
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Watering requires care. Use fine spray from hose regular!) 
until grass is well up, then use a lawn sprinkler to insure deep 
penetration to roots. September rains help get a new lawn 
well started. A word of caution: overwatering will produce a 
stagnant soil condition and poor aeration.

RCHID hunting is usually synony- 

mous with steaming jungles, not a 

Maine forest. But like their tropical 
cousins, some of our own native orchids 
have to be hunted down in their natural 
habitat, as garden cultivation is difficult 
and often unsuccessful. Only by seeing 
them in their natural setting can one 
fully appreciate their beauty and strug- 
gle for existence, and also hope to pick 
up some clues as to their successful cul- 
tivation in the wild flower garden. 

Our hunt actually got its inception 
from a request I made in an October 1938 
FLOWER GRoweR article. I asked readers 
where I could find stations of the white 
moccasin flower, Cypripedium acaule 
albiflorum. The pink form, C. acaule, 
is quite common, but the white moc- 
casin flower is indeed a treasure. When 
a letter was received from Philip D. 
Phair saying that he would be pleased 
to take me to an area in his home state 
of Maine where there were more of the 
white kind than the pink. I was not slow 
in accepting his invitation. At my request 
the invitation also included Mr.’ and 
Mrs. William A. Smith of Lyndonville, 
New York, who are also native orchid 
enthusiasts. 

We left Cleveland on June 11, 1940. 
our destination Aroostook County in 
northeastern Maine, which contains sec- 
tions where many wild orchids are yet to 
be found.

While in the New Eng- 
land states we scarcely expected to see

But none of these were actually 
white! As we were eating breakfast in 
Old Towne, Maine, we had our first 
glimpse of the white moccasin flower— 
it stood in a vase on a table in the corner 
of the dining room. 

We finally arrived at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Phair. Mr. Phair proved to 
be exceptionally well informed on the 
native orchids of the

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OT long ago I heard a garden club 
worker say that the average garden

Hardening Cut Flowers 
(Mass. ) 


Flowers are hardened by soaking them 
in deep water for several hours before 
making an arrangement. Buckets make 
excellent containers, and these should 
be placed in a cool, shady place, but not 
draughty or windy. 

I usually even the stem ends of the cut 
flowers and put the ends which have been 
stripped of foliage into 2 inches of hot 
water as it comes from the tap. After 
the water has cooled, I then fill the bucket 
with cold water until it is almost to the

I have had success in germinating 
azalea seed by following this procedure: 
place some saturated peatmoss in a pyrex 
casserole and nest a clay seed pan in it 
so that the top of the seed pan is % 
inch below the top of casserole. Gently 
press some moistened sphagnum moss 
into the seed pan and sprinkle the azalea 
seed (or any extremely fine seed) on top 
of sphagnum. Place cover on casserole 
and put whole unit in a dark warm place. 

Remove cover of casserole each day 
for a half hour, and after ten days re- 
move unit from dark to dimly lighted 
warm area. Gradually bring into stronger 
light as the seedlings appear, but never 
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place outdoors in a shady spot but guard 
against slugs and bugs which can 
destroy seedlings in a matter of minutes.

various types are suitable for a wide 
range of uses. The majority of them 
bloom in June; they are hardy, require no 
fertilization and a minimum of pruning. 
To help you select the best ones for 
your own garden requirements, here is a 
list of the better ones and a brief descrip- 
tion of each: 

Rosa HUGONIS is probably the most 
widely planted of all and its single yel- 
low blossoms are the first roses of the 
season. This species insists on poor soil; 
it sulks if it is too rich. It grows to a 
height of 3 to 12 feet and the canes are 
long, arching and rather thin. 

Similar to R. hugonis in blossom and 
of the same flowering season is R. 
PRIMULA. It is tolerant of a rich soil and 
the canes are more rigid. The height is 6 
to 8 feet. 

The Scotch rose R. spINOsISSIMA has a 
compact habit which together with the 
free production of single white flowers 
makes it ideal for a low hedge of 2 to 3 
feet. STANWELL PERPETUAL, a_ hybrid 
form with double blush flowers, repeats 
throughout the summer and is more vig- 
orous but less compact. 

A tall-growing member of the spinosis- 
sima family from Siberia, R. sPINOSISSIMA 
ALTAICA (R. altaica), attains a height of 
8 feet and is a desirable specimen plant. 
This often referred to as the 
Cherokee rose of the North because its 
large. single white flowers are similar to 
those of that well known southern species. 

A moisture-loving rose, R. PALUSTRIS. 
will thrive in swampy locations and 
reaches a height of 8 feet under these 
conditions. The 2-inch, single pink blos- 
soms are produced over a long period. 

The single form of R. ROXBURGHI is at 
home in the North and is probably a far 
more desirable type than the double form, 
which is known as the Chinquapin rose 
in the southern states. Large, pale pink 
blossoms are followed by very prickly 
hips, which resemble chestnut burrs. The 
bark is similar to that of the sycamore. 
This rose grows to 8 feet. 


rose is 


The rose upon which most of our mod- 
ern roses are budded, R. MULTIFLORA, has 
recently become popular as “living fence” 
material. Although it “turns” cattle. 
makes an ideal game cover and is valu- 
able in the prevention of erosion, its use 
is limited to areas where land is not ex- 
tremely valuable. It is a vigorous species 
and one plant will eventually occupy a 
large area. The blossoms are small, white 
and produced in large corymbs. They are 
followed by small red seed hips much 
relished by game. The multiflora rose is 
valuable for naturalizing but it is much 
too vigorous for the small yard. 

The species roses R. OMEIENSIS and R. 


50 


SERICEA are very similar in general ap- 
pearance and both produce rather small, 
four-petaled white blossoms on leggy 
plants which have distinctive and inter- 
esting thorns. They grow 10 to 12 feet 
high. 

The deep blood red color of the single 
blossoms of R. Moyest are unlike those of 
any other rose but the growth habit of 
the plant leaves much to be desired. 
When conditions are to its liking this rose 
may develop into a well-shaped, beau- 
tiful plant 10 feet high but often it simply 
remains a leggy plant 3 to 5 feet high. 
However, its possibilities are so great 
that it cannot be ignored in a list of the 
better species. If the unknown special 
requirements of this rose are supplied it 
is among the most beautiful of all roses. 


Old Roses 


Among the old roses are grouped sev- 
eral favorites which have a place in the 
modern garden. These rugged individ- 
uals give much and demand little. They 
are definitely out of place in the hybrid 
tea bed but adjust themselves nicely in a 
border planting or background and make 
ideal specimens as well. 

Harison’s YELLOW is probably the best 
known of all American pioneer roses and 
is found in many of our The 
bright yellow semidouble flowers are pro- 
duced in June on a 6-foot plant that dis- 
likes pruning and loves pure air. 

Crestep Moss is not a true moss rose 
but it is difficult to place it in any other 
group. The fragrant, deep pink buds are 
surrounded with a mossy fringe or crest. 
It requires but little attention although 
an occasional application of fertilizer and 
light pruning is beneficial. The height is 
4 to 5 feet. 

Undoubtedly, Rosa Munopr is the best 
of the striped or variegated roses as it is 
dependable and free-flowering. A com- 
bination of white, pale pink, red and dark 
rose shades are found in_ practically 
every bloom and the combination is very 
striking. Flowers are large, semidouble 
and freely produced on a low-growing 
plant of 2 to 3 feet. It is quite often sold 
as York and Lancaster but is a far more 
desirable variety than that rose. 

CARDINAL DE RICHELIEU is the nearest 
approach to a blue rose. The flowers are 
of a dark rich violet or purple. Fertilize 
it freely but prune sparingly. 

Gitomer pes Mousseux has 
carmine blossoms with deeper 
The blossoms are well mossed. 

BLANCHE Moreau is probably the best 
of the white mosses. GOETHE is a good 
crimson moss and SALet is the most de- 
pendable of the everblooming moss roses. 
The blossoms are rosy pink and well

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mossed. Moss roses require heavy feed- 
ing and about one-third of the wood 
should be removed each spring. 

Malpen’s Biusu is a rather leggy plant 
which grows to 6 feet in height but the 
medium-size, soft blush flowers are prob- 
ably the most delicately colored of all the 
old roses, 

Mme. PLAntTier has flat white double 
blossoms which are unimpressive taken 
individually but when in full bloom the 
plant as a whole is striking with its pro- 


fusion of blossoms. It is vigorous, very 
bushy and grows to a height of 5 feet. 


This is one rose which thrives on neglect. 

KAZANLIK is intensely fragrant and for 
generations has cultivated in the 
Balkans for the production of attar of

roses. The flowers are bright pink and 
double. Fertilize and prune it moderately. 


Creeping or Trailing Roses 


The creeping or trailing roses are 
actually climbing roses whose’ canes are 


sufficiently pliable to enable them to lie 
close to the ground. They may be trained 
as climbers but bloom best when grown 
in a prostrate position on banks. hillsides 
or waste places. If the soil has been well 
enriched before planting, the growth will 
develop into a dense and exceedingly at-

Rosa spinosissima, Scotch rose, is 


tractive mat which will not only discour- 
age trespassers and weeds but, to a great 
extent, will also prevent erosion. Weed 
control and erosion is minimized if the 
ground heavily mulched with straw 
until the plants are well established. 

Although R. wicHURAIANA, a wild rose 
of Japan, produces its single white 
flowers but once a year, the persistent, 
attractive glossy foliage. vigorous growth 
and its habit of rooting wherever the 
canes touch the soil, make this one of the 
most desirable of the trailing roses. 
Plants should be spaced 8 feet apart. 

Max GrarF has large single pink flowers 
which are produced in June on a plant 
requiring 6-foot spacing. It is very at- 
tractive when well established.

Hybrid Musks 


The various members of the hybrid 
musk group range in height from 3 feet 
to 8 feet and bear their single to double 
flowers in clusters. They bloom through- 
out the summer but are at their best in 
late summer and autumn. Although 
hybrid musk roses are quite hardy where 
temperatures do not fall zero, 
pruning should be rather severe as they 
bloom best on new wood. Early bloom is 
sacrificed by severe pruning but the 
strong basal shoots encouraged by this 
are so loaded with buds that the late 
summer bloom production is tremendous. 
These roses receive no protection in my 
garden in northern Ohio and although 
they often freeze back to the crown they 
soon recover and bloom heavily at the 
time of the year when rose bloom is most 
appreciated.

China Roses 


The two original members of the China 
rose group reached England in 1789 
and were the first dependable everbloom- 
ing roses known in Europe. Their in- 
troduction was the beginning of a new 
era in the rose world and to their influ- 
ence must be credited all of the modern 
roses that bloom throughout the summer. 
They are somewhat more hardy than the 
hybrid teas but require protection in the 


North,

CRAMOISE SUPERIEUR (Agrippina) is a 
rich red variety that lacks hardiness but 
is very pretty. DUCHER is pure white. 
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Tea Roses 





Tea roses are truly the aristocrats of 
the rose world. Unfortunately they are 
gradually being supplanted by their 
progeny the hybrid teas which are some- 
what hardier and available in a greater 
range of colors. The tea rose foliage is 
neld more tenaciously than that of the 
hybrid teas but the flower stem is often 
weak and the buds have a tendency to 


ball and rot during extremely wet 
weather. Pruning should be moderate 


and should consist only of removing dead 
and weak growth. These roses do best 
in well drained fertile soil and require 
adequate winter protection in the North. 

SAFRANO has large, semidouble, fra- 
grant blossoms of saffron and apricot yel- 
low. CATHERINE MERMET produces large, 
flesh pink flowers with lilac-tinted edges. 
SoMBREUIL is probably the best of the 
white tea Mme. Lomparp has 
large, fragrant rose-salmon blossoms. 

DucHESSE DE BRABANT was the favorite 
rose of Teddy Roosevelt and is hardier 
than many of the hybrid teas. Growth 
is vigorous and spreading and the well 
formed blossoms are large, double, fra- 
grant and a soft rosy pink.

Hybrid Perpetuals 


The hybrid perpetual roses form a link 
between the roses of the early part of the 
19th Century and those of today. The 
flowers are massive in comparison to the 
hybrid tea roses and the plants are ex- 
ceptionally vigorous and somewhat har- 
dier. The June bloom is freely produced 
and a few varieties repeat sparingly later 
in the summer. In early spring all vigor- 
ous growth should be cut back to 1 or 2 
feet from the ground and all weak, old or 
dead canes should be removed entirely. 
These roses are feeders. Winter 
protection is required in severe climates. 

Frau Karu DruscHK! is probably still 
the best formed of all white roses but is 
practically scentless. It repeats bloom 
but not freely. The height is 6 feet. 

GENERAL JACQUEMINOT (General 
Jack) has been a favorite for nearly 100 
years and during this period has been a 
standard of comparison for red roses. It 
grows 4 to 5 feet high. 

Rocer LAMBELIN semidouble 
blooms of rather poor form but they are 
produced freely and are unlike those of 
any other rose in color; this is bright 
crimson and each petal is fringed and 
margined with white. The plants are 4 
feet tall. 

Prince CAMILLE DE ROHAN has vel- 
vety, deep crimson maroon flowers of 
perfect form and of fine fragrance. It 
rarely exceeds 21% feet in height. 

The flowers of Fisher Homes are of 
magnificent form and color and produc- 
tion is tremendous in late June. The 
color is velvety dark reddish crimson.

Hybrid Teas 


In the most popular class of roses, the 
hybrid teas, we find there are many 
varieties that are quite vigorous and con- 
sidered “good or better.” A few of these 
with their ratings are as follows: 

CHARLOTTE ARMSTRONG (9.0) is a 
large double cerise red. CHRISTOPHER 
STONE (8.8) has scarlet-crimson semi- 
double blooms. Highest rated of all, 
Crimson Giory (9.5) has good branch- 
ing. CurLty Pink (8.4) is a good pink 
double. 

Dainty Bess (8.7) is a large single 
with blooms of soft rose pink and dark 
stamens. Ecuipse (8.5) has long, pointed 
yellow buds. An old favorite, EToILe DE 
HOLLANDE (8.9) is a bright red double 
of moderate growth. A very large double, 
Goop News (8.4) has flowers of silvery 
pink-toned apricot. GRrANpE. DUCHESSE 
CHARLOTTE (8.3) has large double 
flowers in shades of red. A very large 
semidouble, Mme. Henri Guititor (8.9) 
is a coral red. 

Mrs. Sam McGrepy (8.3) is a scarlet 
copper-orange. Double dark maroon 
flowers highlight Niccer Boy (8.9). 
Peace (9.4), a large, double yellow 
edged pink, is very vigorous. PICTURE 
(8.4) is a double rose pink, and Porn- 
SETTIA (8.4) a double scarlet. Rose oF

It is an 
improved Crimson Rambler, growing to 
15 feet. Ciry or York (8.8) is the best 
white climber, a semidouble blooming 
in June but may repeat. It grows 10 feet. 
CLIMBING CHRISTOPHER STONE (8.3), a 
climbing hybrid tea with semidouble 
scarlet-crimson blooms that repeat, 
varies considerably in height. CLIMBING 
Crimson Gtory (8.2). semidouble 
velvety crimson; Crimping Mme. Henri 
GuiLLot (8.4), semidouble orange coral- 
red; and CiimBineGé Picture (8.9) double 
rose pink, are all climbing hybrid teas. 

Dr. W. Van Freer (8.7), a double, 
fragrant pink flowering in June, is one of 
the most vigorous, growing to 20 feet. 
Mary Wa Ltace (8.1), an old favorite. 
has very large semidouble rose pink 
blooms appearing in June. It grows 8 to 
12 feet. New Dawn (8.8) is similar to 
Dr. Van Fleet. but repeats and grows only 
to 15 feet. 

PauL’s ScarLet (9.2) has semidouble 
scarlet blooms in clusters; it grows 10 
to 15 feet. It is interesting to note tha 
Blaze, the everblooming form of this ros: 
has a rating of but 7.8. Trempratio 
(8.2), double red, is an everblooming 
rose growing to 8 feet. Wuire Daw 
(8.8). similar to New Dawn but white 
is a new variety whose rating may change 
with later reports. It is everblooming 
growing to 15 feet.

Orchids of North America,” by Prot

T. Wherry of the University of Pennsy! 
vania, and John V. Watkins of the Un 
versity of Florida, both of whom are we!! 
qualified to give advice on culture. 

The large yellow slipper, Cypripedium 
calceolus pubescens, is one of the most 
beautiful of the ladyslippers and_ the 
one which can be grown with the greatest 
success. The best time to make plantings 
is the autumn, after the plants become 
dormant.

Moeassin Flowers 


The pink and white moccasin flowers, 
Cypripedium acaule and C. acaule albi- 
florum. are the most beautiful lady- 
slippers, but unfortunately the most dil- 
ficult to transplant successfully. They 
grow in deep sphagnunr bogs as we 
found them in Maine. or on a hillside 
under pine trees. A _ highly acid 
seems essential to their culture, and great 
care should be used in taking up the 
plants to avoid injuring the roots. Even 
that 


soil 


does not assure successful trans- 
planting. Moderate shade seems essen- 


tial to this species. but temperature is 
not important as the plant is found in 
North Carolina as well as near the 
Arctic Circle. Unless the most favorable 
conditions can be provided for its culti- 
vation it had best be enjoyed in its nat- 
ural habitat and no attempt be made to 
move it to a less favorable location in 


| the garden. 


The queen’s ladyslipper, Cypripedium 
reginae (spectabile), seems less difficult 
to transplant. I have had it bloom beau- 
tifully in my garden for a number of 
years. They are usually found in damp, 
boggy locations, and an artificial 
should be made in which to grow them. 
I might suggest burying an old bathtub, 
leaving the drain hole open, and filling 
it with good soil which should be neutra! 
in reaction. However, planting in some 
natural boggy location would offer th 
best conditions for success. 


bog 
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Various habenarias such as the beau- 
tiful H. fimbriata may also be trans- 
planted and grown successfully in good 
soil and partial shade. This species is 
known as the purple fringed orchid, and 
has a spike of fringed, deep pink flowers. 
Pure white specimens have also been 
found. 

I have grown several species as pot 
plants. potting them in the autumn, 
placing them outside in a coldframe until 
they have become well rooted, then bring- 
ing them into a cool location in the 
greenhouse just as one would treat bulbs. 
The plants soon come into bloom and 
the flowers last several weeks. Cypripe- 
diums are most desirable for this culture, 
and after flowering should be grown on 
in the pots until matured. The following 
spring they can be put outside. 

Every effort should be made to per- 
petuate our native orchids and save them 
from extinction. The draining of swamps, 
clearing of forests and cultivation of the 
land is rapidly reducing their numbers, 
and in many areas yet to be 
seen. Plantings might be made in our 
parks, and efforts made to grow them 
from seed. This is a challenge to one’s 
ability. When picking their flowers. the 
leaves should be left on the plant to 
mature the and thus assure its 
growth the next year. 

I shall be in reports of 
success with our native orchids. Let 
us hear of your experiences in germi- 
nating native orchid seed.»

(nother group that merits wider ac- 
quaintance in this country is the April- 
blooming Juno iris. Native to the shores 
of the Mediterranean. Asia Minor, 
northern Mesopotamia and Turkestan. 
and even up to the northwestern fron- 
tiers of India, these. too. are bulbous 
iris. and have characteristic thick, fleshy 
attached to the bulb. Great care 
must be transplanting 
not to break these roots. 

IRIS ALATA, the Juno 
group, has been successfully grown in 
pots indoors in England. When _ potted 
in mid-October it will before 
Christmas. I. alata is native to Spain, 
Sicily and North Africa. The blooms 
are blue and it gets its name “alata” 
the haft of the fall. or outer 
edge of the flower. expands into two 
large wings which fold around and en- 
close the style branch: hence. the name.

Daylily Yearbook 


@ Hemerocallis growers from all parts 
of the country have contributed their 
observations on regional performance 
of various old and new varieties in 
The Hemerocallis Society 1951 Year- 
book. This spiral-bound book is pub- 
lished by The Hemerocallis Society, 
George Lenington, Secretary, Box 139, 
Kansas City, Missouri. (It is included 
with the Society’s $3.00 membership 
fee.) The experienced daylily grower 
and the beginner will find plenty of 
valuable information on sowing, cul 
ture, propagation, arrangements, etc 
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[. KAEMPFERI, was first introduced into 
Europe in 1857 by von Siebold, a Dutch 
yhysician, and was named for Dr. 
Kaempfer, another Dutch physician. 
In culture, Iris kaempferi is entirely 
opposite to that of the tall bearded iris. 
[he Japanese grow them where they are 


flooded in the spring and summer, but 
drained in the winter. They demand 


abundant water before and during their 
blooming season. They also like a rich 
soil to which well-rotted barnyard ma- 
nure has been added, and they can be 
grown in an acid soil similar to that 
required by rhododendrons. Unlike any 
other iris, their are flat, um- 
brella-like. The double varieties often 
have blooms as large as dinner plates 
on 2-foot stems. In solid colors they 
range from rich reddish purple splashed 
with gold at the haft to pure white 
similarly splashed with gold.

(for purposes of design, the plantings 
on each side of a path should not be of 
the same width). By the use of ever- 
greens below these plantings, the daf- 
fodils were also induced to face the path. 

The scale of my garden is large and 
the groups of varieties must effectively 
suggest this; a gardener with a smaller 
lot must make necessary adjustments. 
Where I may plant at the rear of the lot 
100 bulbs of Tunis. Fortune or Cart- 
TON, he may use 25 or perhaps only a 
dozen. Middle range varieties are used 
in smaller groups. In the path plantings 
I tend to use novelties, grouping those 
of similar garden effect together, not 
only for comparison but because they 
give a more homogeneous effect. 

Although cloudlike or fishlike outlines 
are often recommended, this is not prac- 
tical where one has occasionally to lift 
the bulbs. I have resorted with daf- 
fodils. as with iris, to rectangular plant- 
ings of different depths and lengths, 
labeling each group at the upper left- 
hand corner. I also make a plan of the 
whole planting. as I have not yet dis- 
covered the imperishable label or the 
stake which will never be pulled out. 

I have found it best to use groups of 
early, midseason and late varieties, al- 
though there are more late ones at the 
southern approach to the border. Visitors 
always proceed at once to those in full 
bloom early in the season. Early and 
midseason varieties (predominantly yel- 
low trumpets and large cups) are best 
planted to the rear, with the late-bloom- 
ing varieties, mainly whites, along the 
edges of the paths, for the eye carries 
back over them and them 
when they are in flower and the rear 
ranks Whites which make good 
combinations with flowering magnolias 
are grouped near them and the yellows 
are placed near shrubs with which they 
do not conflict. This may sound com- 
plicated, but as you become better ac- 
quainted with your daffodils, you will 
find it an added pleasure to plant them 
just where they will be most effective. 

We dig and replant our daffodils only 
when they show that they resent over- 
crowded “slum” conditions. Each named

Some 
are thinned out by incursions of the dai- 
fodil fly or reduced in numbers by thie 
stripe virus or basal rot. We leave large 
plantings alone for several years, for 
only in this way can we get thick mass 
effects and replanting is a big job to 
avoid as long as possible. Novelties re- 
ceive special consideration, however. for 
we want to increase our stocks of them. 

The main border is never 
weeded but is left to dry off; such weeds 
as come up in it are hoed off when the 
daffodil foliage turns yellow. We found 
that removing every weed early in the 
season left the ground so bare that dur- 
ing heavy rains many of the flowers were 
badly muddied by splashing. The only 
feeding our daffodils ever get is from the 
rotted humus dug in before planting. 
Daffodils are not gross feeders. 

As a daffodil fancier for nearly 25 
years, I feel qualified to say that for 
garden effect novelties are unnecessary.

pet group I would recommend Mrs. E. H. 
KRELAGE and, where it does well, BEErR- 
SHEBA. Among the large cups, which I 
consider the ideal type for garden ef- 
fect, I would include the two yellows. 
ForRTUNE and CARBINEER; NARVIK, with 
a red center; CARLTON, LuciNius and St. 
Ecwin, all solid yellows; Tunis and 
JoHN EveLyN, with white perianths and 
large cups; DiANA KaAsNneR and NETTE 
O'MELVENY, late-blooming, short-cupped 
daffodils. The best poet daffodil to use in 
this way is ACTAEA. 

I would not hesitate to introduce the 
cyclamineus hybrid FesruAry Go Lp into 
the front ranks of a daffodil border, nor 
have I found the jonquil hybrids any- 
thing but assets. I particularly like 
TREVITHIAN and LanartH. I find the 
bunch-flowered tazettas or their hybrids 
(the poetaz group), the lovely triandrus 
hybrids, which I grow informally on a 
slope, and the species or wild forms are 
best grown by themselves. The doubles 
are for those who especially like them 
and for cutting, but they don’t seem to 
fit my own daffodil border.»

I find it best to plan a compost pil 
about 
supply of soil for a home greenhous 
which is 10 by 15 feet. Stack the sod 
or soil in layers about 8 inches thick 
with 4-inch layers of manure in between 
This makes a mixture of 2/3 soil and 
1/3 manure. Either fresh or dry horse o1 
cow manure may be used. Do not skimp 
on the quantity of manure if you want soil 
which makes plants grow. If barnyard 
manure isn’t available use the dehydrated 
kind instead, spreading it about 1% to 
2 inches thick between the layers. Over 
the top of each layer of manure spread 
superphosphate at the rate of three 
pounds to every 100 square feet. A 5-10-5 
fertilizer can be used instead but young 
plants do best when started slowly and 
the nitrogen and potash can be added 
later. Phosphorus should be added be- 
forehand, however. does not 
move in the soil and is more slowly ayail- 
able to the plant.

When the compost is brought into the 
greenhouse, slice it down from the toj 
with a spade and sift through a screen

Planting Reminders

such as mildew, are prevalent in such a 
location. 

Most failures occur because of poor 
soil. Fruits prefer a deep, fertile soil; 
where an orchard is to be established, 
the first step is to build up the soil with 
cover crops. Most soils can be condi- 
tioned for fruit, but avoid the soil which 
holds water for any length of time, un- 
less it can be corrected without too much 


cost. If the soil is naturally heavy, dig- 
ging in coarse coal ashes to a 2-foot 


depth may give the necessary porosity 
and aid drainage. Hardpan (a layer of 
hard clay under the surface) can be 
broken up to permit the excess water to 
drain away. 

Varieties of any of the fruits are best 
chosen to suit regional or even local en- 
vironment, although there are some of 
wide adaptation. If you plan an exten- 
sive planting. consult your state college, 
experiment station, county agent or a 
local fruit grower about varieties for your 


region. 








When varieties are chosen the ques- 
tion of cross-pollination must be con- 
sidered. Nearly all tree fruits are set by 
transference of pollen from one flower to 
another by bees, insects and wind. The 
flower thus fertilized sets its fruit. Many 
varieties of apples, pears, plums and 
sweet cherries will not set fruit from the 
pollen of their own flowers but only from 
pollen of a different variety. In such 
cases the variety is called self-infertHe, 
or self-unfruitful, and it is necessary to 
set out more than one variety to assure 
production of fruit. A few self-fruitful 
varieties set fruit from their own pollen 
and will set fruit if only one tree is 
planted. The crop may sometimes be 
small, however, and authorities suggest 
that even with these more than one 
variety should be used to assure a larger 
harvest. Sour cherries, peaches, with the 
exception of about two varieties, quince 
and apricot are all self-fruitful, one tree 
being sufficient. The following list will 
be helpful in making your selection.

Dwarf Fruit Trees 


Dwarf fruit trees take up less space 
than standard trees, so many more may 
be planted in the same space. They are 
easy to prune, spray and maintain in 
other ways. Dwarf fruit trees are grafted 
onto a rootstock or understock which has 
the effect of slowing top growth, forcing 
early bearing and controlling the ulti- 
mate height of the tree. The fruit itself 
is normal in size. 

The pear, grafted on French quince, 
has but one kind of dwarfing stock. The 
apple has 16 different degrees of dwar!- 
ness, ranging from 9-foot—very dwarf— 
to 15- to 20-foot trees—semidwarf and 
even taller. The dwarfing understock is 
called Malling and the different kinds 
are numbered with Roman numerals. It 
is necessary, when ordering dwarf trees, 
to specify the apple variety and the num- 
ber of the understock, which determines 
the size of the tree. The following are 
available: Matiine IX, the most dwarf- 
ing, grows 8 or more feet; MAtuiine VII 
grows upwards of 12 feet; Matuine I 
grows 15 feet; MALLING V is somewhat 
smaller than the latter. 


The variety of fruit is only as good as 
the plant you buy. Only top-grade plants 
will give good results. You can _ buy 
apple trees 10 feet tall, but because they 


would need a large ball of soil they 
would be very expensive. Three- and 


four-year-old trees in the dwarf class are 
practical. In the standard class they may 
have to be cut back considerably to bal- 
ance the loss of roots. If. roots are 
numerous you have a good start; other 
wise secure the top-grade two-year-old 
tree. These transplant more easily. In 
this class the tree should be 5 to 7 feet 
tall with numerous branches and a good 
root system. Set it at the same depth as 
it was planted in the nursery; then prune 
it back (see illustration on next page 
Standard apples are spaced 30 to 10 
feet apart; pears, 25 to 30 feet; peaches.

of fruitful growth. The graft on dwarf and semi-dwarf trees must be above ground. 


plums and quinces, 15 to 20 feet; cher- 
ries, 25 feet; dwarf trees, 10 to 12 feet; 
semidwarf trees, 15 feet. 


Bush Fruits 


Bush fruits are comparatively easy to 
grow and fruit within a short time after 
planting. But the same care in select- 
ing varieties, soil preparation and plant- 
ing are needed. There is no problem of 
cross-pollination for these, except with 
the blueberry and then only for the pur- 
pose of increasing the crop. The bram- 
bles. raspberries and black raspberries, 
require similar culture; currants and 
gooseberries differ from the brambles 
only in pruning. The latter are cut back 
severely after planting, the currants less 
so. Mounding soil around the newly set 
plants for the first winter is a help in the 
colder regions. Rows are spaced 4 feet 
apart, with the plants set 3 feet apart in 
the rows. 

Two other brambles, boysenberry and 
dewberry, have long, trailing canes. 
Plants are set 6 feet apart and tied to a 
wire trellis; the top wire should be 5 
feet from the ground. The canes of the 
latter two are left on the ground through 
the winter and covered with hay in cold 
regions, then uncovered and tied to the 
wires in spring. In all the brambles the 
canes which have borne fruit are cut 
away immediately after harvesting. Ever- 
hearing raspberries bear their first crop 
at the tips of the new canes. These same 
canes bear the following summer. 

The following list will aid in selection 
of bush fruits: 

RED RASPBERRIES. Latuam, Mir- 
voN and INDIAN SUMMER (everbearing).

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soil. The soil can be influenced consider- 
ably by the addition of acid peatmoss or 
sawdust. Either one of these is dug into 
the soil and applied to the surface as a 
mulch. Strong two-year-old plants are 
the best for the beginner. These, de- 
pending upon how many you set out, are 
spaced 4 feet apart in the rows, which 
should be 6 to 8 feet apart. 

It is best to obtain several varieties to 
provide fruit over a long period. Wey- 
MOUTH is the earliest; plants are of 
medium height. Casort, another early 
variety, has low plants; the fruit is large. 
Rancocas has tall and vigorous plants 
and the fruit ripens in midseason. Plants 
of STANLEY are tall and the fruit ripens 
after Rancocas. BURLINGTON, an excel- 
lent variety with medium-sized clusters, 
is late-fruiting. 


Strawberries 


Strawberries are grown by the hill or 
matted row systems. In the latter 
method, runners (young plants which 
grow out from the established plants) 
are allowed to root in the row. forming 
a mat 18 to 24 inches wide. Plan 18 
inches apart in rows 2% feet apart. In 
the hill system the initial plants are set 
in rows 214 feet apart, the plants set 
15 to 18 inches apart and runners re- 
moved as soon as they form. 

There are two kinds of strawberries: 
the regular June-bearing and the ever- 
bearing. Some varieties of the latter 
form but few runners. It is advisable to 
remove the first blossoms in spring but 
to allow the second crop, which appears 
in July, to mature into fruit for late sum- 
mer and fall. 

Good varieties are numerous. As sug- 
gested in the case of tree fruits, it is best 
to obtain those which are suited to your 
region. The following have given good 
crops over a wide territory. High-quality, 


June-bearing varieties are MAyTIME, 
MIDLAND, FairRPEAKE, Rep Star and 


Howarp Premier. These ripen in the 
order given. The latter variety is good 
for light soils. CATskILL is a_ better 
variety for heavy soils. Everbearing va- 
rieties you can try include Mastopon, 
Gem, GreeN Mountain and Wayzata.

areas or a seeder or spreader used for 
large areas. 

After seeding, rake very lightly in two 
directions at right angles to each other. 
Use a wooden rake and only pull it 
toward you. Pushing back may uncover 
some of the seed. It’s very important not 
to press too heavily, for this will bury 
some of the seed too deep and cause un- 
even germination. Too deep seeds may 
never germinate. 

After raking, roll lightly in two direc- 
tions. This firms the soil around the 
seed and hastens germination. A water 
ballast roller with most of the water 
removed is about right for this. 

As soon as the seed starts to germinate, 
the lawn should be sprinkled gently and 
thoroughly with a fine spray. Don’t let 
the soil become dry. As soon as the lawn 
is well up. deeper. thorough soakings 
are needed for deep rooting. However, 
caution is needed lest the ground be- 
come too wet. Saturation of the soil will 
produce a stagnant condition and poor 
aeration. 

Mow the seedling turf just as soon as 
you can get a bite with the mower, par- 
ticularly before the grass gets more than 
one and one-half inches high. Use a 
catcher basket for the first few cuttings, 
so the clippings will not smother the 
tender seedling turf. Keep mowing until 
the grass stops growing for winter. 


Fertilizer and Lime 


Both spring and fall, it’s a good idea 
to apply 15 to 20 pounds per 1,000 
square feet of complete turf fertilizer to 
the lawn. The best fertilizer is an 8-6-4 
of 8-6-2 with at least 40 per cent of the 
nitrogen in natural organic form. 

It always pays to go easy with lime on 
lawns. Turf grasses like a slightly acid 
soil of about pH 6.0. If they are strongly 
acid, 50 pounds of limestone per 1,000 
square feet may be added. If in doubt, 
get in touch with your county agricul- 
tural agent or state experiment station 
for information about a soil test. Or you 
can easily make your own test with a kit. 

Weeds and moss on a lawn usually in- 
dicate lack of plant food rather than 
lack of lime. The best defense against 
weeds is healthy, vigorous turf. 

Keep the lawn mowed. When the lawn 
is new, clippings should be removed to 
prevent their matting down and smother- 
ing the new turf. After the lawn is well 
established. short clippings may be left 
on to provide nitrogen for the grass. 

Cut the grass short—%4 to 1 inch 
height. We used to think that longer 
grass cut at 14%4 to 2% inches was the 
healthiest, but years of observations on 
the experimental turf plots at the Rhode 
Island Agricultural Experiment Station 
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show the opposite. Lawns kept cut at an 
inch in height or less last longer and look 
better. 

Someone once said that burning leaves 
was like burning dollar bills. That's 
true, but the lawn is still no place for 
them. Rake them off in the fall, for they 
will form a mat and smother the grass 
plants. 


Reseeding Bare Patches 


Reseeding can be done either in spring 
or fall, though fall is the best. Thin or 
bare spots can be scratched up with an 
iron tooth rake to allow addition of any 
necessary lime and fertilizer before seed- 
ing. Seed as described under making a 
new lawn. If seeding is done in the 
spring, it should be just as soon as pos- 
sible to give the new grass plants a 
chance before the weeds come. 

Grass plants often heave from frost 
action. In spring, after all necessary re- 
seeding and renovation are done. roll the 
lawn with a water ballast roller wit! 
enough water in it to press the heavec 
areas back into the ground. It’s best t« 
roll in two directions. 

A compost application once a yea 
will help keep the lawn level and smooth 
and also give added food to the grass. 
Make the compost with two parts garden 
loam, one part clean sharp sand and one 
part well decomposed organic matter 
(leaves and grass clippings. etc.). Add 
no more than one-half cubic yard (10 
bushels) per 1,000 square feet. It should 
not be more than one-fourth inch at any 
one spot. The back of a wooden rake 
can be used to work the compost in 
around roots and stems. Apply either in 
spring or fall during a period of vigorous 
growth. 

With some of the new chemicals avail- 
able, several of the worst weed enemies 
of the lawn can be gotten rid of. Dande- 
lions, plantain and other broad-leaved 
weeds are killed by applications of 2,4-D. 
Crabgrass can be controlled by using one 
of the potassium cyanate or phenyl mer- 
cury acetate compounds. In fact, crab- 
grass killer and 2.4-D can be applied 
together. Some companies are making 
a mixture of the two. 

It’s wise to carefully follow the manu- 
facturer’s directions for these chemicals. 
If used properly, there is no danger of 
damaging the lawn. 

Cheap, hasty lawn construction does 
not pay. It’s expensive to try to cor- 
rect a lawn’s faults after it’s growing. 
Haphazard care is costly, too, for no 
matter how well a lawn is constructed, 
it will go downhill without good care. 
A well-built, well cared for lawn will 
truly be a carpet in your own outdoor 
living room.» 
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Tulips in the Garden

naturalized under shrubs or occasionally 
in the garden around late-blooming per- 
ennials or die-back shrubs such as 
abelia, vitex or buddleia. 

For general garden use the tulip sea- 
son starts with a too-little-known type, 
the Triumph tulip. This is a cross be- 
tween the single early and the Darwin 
tulip; it has the shape of the Darwins 
but flowers about two weeks earlier. 
Around New York or in sections of the 
country with similar conditions, the 
single or double early tulips are likely 
to be frostbitten and are therefore not 
too valuable in these areas. The 
Triumph, on the other hand. comes into 
flower at a time when narcissus is fad- 
ing and before the big tulips have be- 
gun to bloom. 

The list of Triumphs is increasing 
every year as gardeners become more 
familiar with them. Particularly good 

JOHANNA, which is a lovely salmon 
pink of about 20 to 22 inches in height. 
KANSAS is the best white and CRATER 
is a very dark red. These make a hand- 
some group in late April or early May. 

Lorp CARNARVON is an excellent clear 
pale pink Triumph tulip with a white 
edge. ELIsaABETH Evers, which is a deep 
carmine rose, combines well with Lorp 
CARNARVON and with the carmine red 
Cuicaco. Piccapitty and Etmus are 
cherry-red with white edges on the petals 
—striking in individual groups. In an 
entirely different color group are Ban- 
DOENG, a dark mahogany red. BRUNO 
WALTER, orange yellow, and Ursa Minor, 
deep yellow. These are more or less 
the same coloring as the later-flowering 
Breeder tulips and like these must be 
used with caution where there is any 
pink, rose red or red in the vicinity. 

In the flower garden or flower border, 
Triumph tulips along the front edge of 
the bed with the Breeder, Cottage and 
Darwin varieties behind them. give a 
succession of tulip bloom for three or 
four weeks instead of the two weeks 
which would be possiblé from only one 
of these groups. They frequently over- 
lap the season of the later tulips. so that 
the color schemes must be worked out 
carefully. 

The main show of May in any flower 
varden is provided by the Cottage. Dar- 
win and Breeder tulips. For landscape 
purposes, they are completely  inter- 
changeable and the catalogues which list 
them together are much easier to man- 
age. The color range is so wide that any 
scheme is possible. Breeder tulips for 
ihe most part come in yellow. copper. 
bronze and purple varieties with a brown 
or yellow overlay on almost all shades. 
\ll the Breeder tulips blend with each 
other in the same way as the familiar 
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annual salpiglossis which blooms in 
midsummer. 

The Breeder tulips are also excellent 
with the yellows. oranges and clear 
purples of the Cottage and Darwin tulips, 
but they are too brilliant for most of 
the pinks and reds. The Cottage tulips 
are for the most part delicate in color 
but only the specialist can differentiate 
between Darwin and Cottage tulips for 
garden use. 

Among the Cottage tulips there are 
several fine varieties from 20 to 24 inches 
high which are particularly good in small 


gardens. Darwins have more range of 
height, form and color. May-flowering 


tulips may be used in mixed groups of 
pale yellow, pink lavender and a dark va- 
riety or they may be ranged from white 
to very dark shades in the length of the 
border—each variety being used in a 
separate group. 


May-Flowering Tulips 


If the May-flowering tulips are used 
in combinations, one particular variety 
should predominate in each group. In 
other words, if the combination is the 
short and inexpensive one of CLARA 
Butr (salmon), REVEREND EWBANK 
(lavender), LEMON QUEEN (pale yellow) 
and La Tutipe Noire (dark purple), 
Ciara Butt should take up about 50 
per cent of the group, La Tuire Noire, 
10 per cent and each of the others, 20 
per cent. 

In making tulip combinations, one 
particular caution might be observed: 
the pink in tulips is definitely a rose 
pink or a salmon pink and the two kinds 
of pinks conflict badly if used together. 
RosaBetta, Mr. VANzIJL, PRINCESS 
EvizABeTH and RosgEA SuperBA are all 
rose pink types. ADORATION, PRIDE OF 
ZWANENBURG, SMILING QUEEN and CLARA 
Butt are salmon pink; as they fade, 
they turn a deep rose pink. They must 
be used with great caution, for the color 
schemes will change too much in a 
combination. 

Either of the pinks may be used with 
a very pale yellow such as LEMON 
Queen, Mrs. ScHEepeRS or Betray but 
the rose pinks must not have golden 
yellows near them. With the rose pinks, 
the black purples or the rosy purples 
are the best dark tulips to use. These 
include Zutu, La Tuire Noire and 
Vetver Kinc. With the salmon pinks, 
brownish black tulips such as Faust 
or QUEEN OF THE NicuT are better. 

One other group of tulips. the lily- 
flowered, is effective in the garden. 
These bloom at the same time as the 
rest of the May-flowering garden and 
are a cross between the Cottage retro- 
flexa tulip and the Darwin. For the most

are smaller than the Darwin, Breeder 
and Cottage tulips. Their curled-back 
petals give them a particularly graceful 


form. PicoTEE and SirReNE are older 
pink and white varieties which have 
never been surpassed. Wuitre DucHEss 
and Wuitre Cross are excellent white 


varieties. THe Brive and Wuite ENSIGN 
are creamy yellow, fading to pure white. 
Apontis and RuHopEs are rose pink, good 
with PicoreEE and SIiRENE. MaArtetrTe 
is a new salmon pink. 

Relatively new in this group are the 
yellow-orange varieties. For brilliance, 
GoL_pEN Ducuess or ARKADIA (golden 
yellow) can be planted with STANISLAUS 
(orange) or La MeERVEILLE (orange 
scarlet). Less garish is the newer 
FascinaTION (sulphur yellow) with 
creamy THe Brive and purple Caprain 
Fryatr. The _ lily-flowered varieties 
should be interplanted only with each 
other—not mixed with the taller gar- 
den tulips. Groups of them at the front 
of a border or on either side of a path 
with taller cup-shaped Darwin and Cot- 
tage tulips behind them give good grada- 
tion of height through the borders. 

All tulips are outstandingly fine cut- 
ting flowers, but two kinds are better 
for cutting than for general garden dis- 
play—the late double, or peony-flowered. 
and the exotic Parrot tulips. To many 
people, any double tulip is an anathema. 
as the purity of the single form is too 
rare in the flower world. The peony- 
flowered tulips are heavy-headed and 
need staking in windy locations. 

Parrot tulips. with their 
feathered petals and _ unusual 
striping, are startling. They are still 
inclined to be too weak-stemmed for 
their huge blossoms and are best planted 
primarily for cutting. If they are used 
in a garden, they should never be inter- 
planted with the tulips of conventional 
form but should be used in small isolated 
groups as conversation pieces or accents. 
GemMaA (white flushed pink), FANTAsy 
(salmon pink with green stripes). 
Biue Parrot (violet and purple). or 
GADELAN (violet, green and white) are 
readily available.

Southern Gardens 


By JULIA LESTER DILLON 


ROM late August until mid-Septem- 
ber is the best time to plant new 
camellias to replace those damaged by 
frost last winter. One gardener here told 


me that only five of his 300 very fine 
plants were lost. Three of Alba Plena 
were killed down to the ground. He cut | 


them back to the surface of the soil and 
a few shoots are now showing. None of 
the plants are allowed to have branches 
which bend down to the ground. 


OF THE CAMELLIAS which bloomed 


freely this spring, the best of the blooms 


were to be seen on C, sieboldi alba. the 
large semidouble Crepe Rosette, a soft 


rose veined with red, and Governor 
Mouton, a late, large-flowering, deep- 
toned red peony type, marbled white. 


Kumasaka is a deep pink. late-flowering 
camellia with a flower much like that of 
Herme. Brooklyana has a pink bloom, 
mottled white. Cup of Beauty is a 
medium large formal double. Enrico 
Bettoni flowered for me through Feb- 
ruary. These camellias can be depended 
upon even in subnormal winters. 


IRIS come next on the planting list. | 











Offerings of new and old Iris germanica | 


are so fine and full that one has only to 
consider the colors needed in the borders 
and the limits of one’s budget. If possi- 


ble, plant them in clumps of not less | 


than five of a kind to give you a mass of 
color where needed. In the Southeast, 
nothing grows more radiantly through 
the years. Cared for or neglected, Iris 
germanica shows its beauty unfailingly. 
The small I. pumila and other miniatures 
are enchanting in late May. 


PERENNIALS for bloom next spring 
should be planted this month—digitalis, 


| anchusa (for entrancing shades of blue), 


pinks of many kinds, including Dianthus 


barbatus, sweet william. Try the pen- 
stemons for long season and constant 
bloom. 


DAFFODILS and other bulbs should 
be planted at once, as well as Roman 
hyacinths. Use bonemeal on the already- 
planted bulb beds. Sow the lawn now 
with seed of Italian ryegrass for a soft 
green turf all winter. If cut regularly, 
it will help the growth of summer lawns. 
If you need to fill in bare spots among 
the grasses use centipede grass stolons 
now, then sow the rye seed over them 
and you will be set for every season.

N Southern California oakroot fungus 
troubles citrus and walnut growers 
and is a serious menace to gardeners; 

it has a surprising number of hosts and 
the list of resistant shrubs and trees is 
not large. A colony of light brown toad- 
stools at the base of a sycamore or ever- 
green pear, for instance, indicates in- 
fection by oakroot. Remove the toad- 
stools before they ripen their spores and 
dig for the roots. You will probably 
find a white, felty, fan-shaped fungus 
under the bark. You should take out the 
tree or bush, burn it and clear the space, 
plus an additional 2 feet all the way 
around it. Apply carbon disulphide. 


California Fog Belt 


If you want two tough, tall-growing 
bulbs for a sunny spot, try growing 2%4- 
foot tritonia (montbretia) and the simi- 
lar but taller Curtonus paniculatus, also 


called Antholyza paniculata or “Aunt 
Eliza,” which may reach a height of 
5 feet. These two bulbs will take sun, 


shade or fog, poor soil and do not require 
summer watering. 


Sacramento and 
San Joaquin Valleys 


On the West Coast the meaning of 
the word “hardy” is debatable. It means 
resistance to cold, yes, but in Southern 
California it has come to mean drought 
and smog-enduring as well. In the Fog 
Belt it is used to describe a plant which 
suffers cool summer fog with good grace. 
The hardy plant of the Big Valley must 
undergo the cold fog of winter and the 
intense heat of summer. September is 
likely to be a month in which a great deal 
of water must be used and it is impor- 
tant to know how to use it. Sprinkling 
does little but pep up heat-wilted foliage 
and may often induce mildew. 


Pacifie Northwest 


In planning your autumn and spring 
planting, work toward year-round color. 
This is entirely possible unless the cold 
is uncommonly severe. I know one gar- 
den in Victoria where a mermaid rose 
bloomed continually for three successive 
winters—mild ones. During a good year 
there should be some dahlia and chrysan- 
themum bloom after the first light frost. 
Calendulas, violets and violas (not 
pansies) may flower off and on all winter, 
and with a wise choice of ericas you 
may have heath or heather blossoms 
every day in the year.»

Dwarf Iris 


e Although I long ago gave up in despair 
trying to keep abreast of the tall bearded 
iris parade, I do try to keep an eye on 
the dwarf iris. And I think I am on firm 
ground when I say that a lot of us decry 
size of flower on dwarfs out of propor 
tion to size of plant. 

For instance. Iris arenaria (N. A 
Hallauer, Webster. New York). becaus« 
of its diminutive size, continues to be a 
favorite bright yellow, although its seed- 
ling, Ylo, to 6 inches tall; Sound Money 
golden yellow. to 5 inches; and Sundrop, 
to 6 inches and slightly paler, are sure 
to make friends. Sundrop is a Marx 
(Walter Marx Gardens, Boring, Oregon) 
seedling, from whom it and the other two 
may be obtained. Sundrop is shown in 
the illustration below. For further in- 
formation about it, see the Marx Gar- 
dens’ catalogue. 

One sees several white dwarfs men- 
tioned, although few are really white. 
The Bride, which lacks the creaminess 
of many so-called whites, was long a 
favorite and is still a good white, al-
